1 have to admit that
the American product (s not the squal of
thiat of the Germans, American manufages
turers used to lnugh ul the slnboratencss of
the jmported stuff and say that any one
could make the mame sort of goods If hae
hnd the patlence. When we went lnto the
market for this year's supply, we found na
Cierman goods anywhere. So we asked the
Amarican manufacturers to try and make °
un wome of the forelgn kind. ‘Certainly.’
they sild, and they went to work, When
thelr stuff came, it only took one look at it
to see thut it waen't of the old grade. The
colors were not as true and the fine cutting
notleeuble in the German workmanship was
left out. 1 guess our manufacturers didn't
have the time to put into the work. It
wasn't an ensy as they thought.

“However,” continued Mr. Sulllvan, “our
manufacturara may get the trend of the
work In a few years. And then agaln
maybe they won't, for that untiring patience
the Germans use may be lacking in our
American workmen, Maybe they don't think
it's worth the effort to put out a perfect
valentine In these days of munition manu-
